Reports which have reached the 
United Grain Growers in Calgary in¬ 
dicate that with the exception of the 
country south of High River, especial- 
i ly around Nanton, nain is pretty badly 
needed in Alberta. On the Foremost 
line, at Etzikom, Memiscam and 
Mannyberries, it is feared that in 
many instances the wheat which ger¬ 
minated properly and made a certain 
amount of growth has been killed by 
the fsost, and the following dry wea¬ 
ther. It is possible that a consider¬ 
able acreage will still be resown with 
oats, and thus will certainly be done 
should there be a rainfall. On the 
Goose Luke line while crops are still 
doing fairly well, rain would be a 
Godsend. On the Wetaskiwin branch 
cast of Cararose, the country is pret¬ 
ty dry, and the same conditions pre¬ 
vail on the Lacombe branch east of 
Stettler. On the main line of the G. 
T. P. rain is also urgently heeded. 

Generally speaking a line drawn 
from about Red Deer to the boundry 
and running 50 to 60 miles east of 
the Calgary and Edmonton line of the 
C.P.R. marks the limit of anything 
like sufficient rainfall this spring. 

The following crop report was is¬ 
sued -Saturday by tli# provincial gov¬ 
ernment : 

During the past week warmer wea¬ 
ther has been prevalent over the pro 
inec with light local showers." The 
growth generally is coming along 
fairly fast. In most parts of the prov 
ince there is sufficient moisture for 
immediate needs; a small area, how¬ 
ever, is still suffering from lack of 
moisture. Practically the whole pro¬ 
vince could stand more rain. Crops 
which were injured early from frost 
are recovering very rapidly, due to 
the recent rains and warm weather. 
The later sown grain is making a 
particularly good growth. 

Edmonton—Oats and barley com¬ 
ing up nicely, wheat and other grains 
showing good response to warm 
weather of the last few days. Plenty 
of, moisture for immediate needs. 
Warm weather would further assist 
growth. 

Vermillion—Having good growing 
weather, The crops are looking good, 
but need more rain. Ten degrees of 
frost on the night of the first. The 
breaking is going slowly because it is_ 
too dry. Stock is looking good, es- 
| pecially in the north country. 

Youngstown—Crops, growing well 
last few days owing to warm weather 
Light local showers Sunday and Wed¬ 
nesday. Live stock doing excellent 
in all parts, as pasture improved. 
Rain- needed everywhere. -

The iJiortage of flour and wheat 
products is so sellout between now 
and next harvest that every effort' 
must be made by this continent to 
tide it ofer. Farmers by producing 
wheat are helping Co win the war. By 
saving flour they and everybody else 
in the country, may. also help towards 
the same end. In this connection it is 
of interest to note that in the West 
it is estimated that the three Prairie 
Provinces this spring have sown an 
increase of about 2,600,000 acres of 
which 2 ,<m» 0,000 acres.are of wheat. 
This is the report of Mr. J. D. Mc¬ 
Gregor, Director of Labor for the 
Canada Food Board, with offices -in 
Winnipeg. It is based upon estimates 
received from a large number of 
points throughout the three provinces, 
as well as upon the personal observa¬ 
tion of Mr. McGregor himself. If‘the 
average crop form this increased acre¬ 
age amounts to only ten bushels of 
wheat per acre, which is a very low 
estimate indeed, the average being 
more like twenty bushels, it would 
mean 20,000,000 bushels of wheat. 
The average consumption Of wheat in 
the wheat consuming countries the 
world over runs about' five bushels per 
capita per year, so that the increased 
crop which Canada expects to pro¬ 
duce this rummer would feed 4,00,- 
000 people for twelve months. At a 
most conservative calculation, that 
5- to j.v it w ould'feed the bulk of the 
British army. The probabilities are 
that this increase will he doubled that 
amount and it is to be hoped such in- 
| deed will be tho case, as there is need 
of every bushel.

FIGHTING SPIRIT 


THE CHARGES AGAINST 
THE-Y. M. C. A. 


THE LUXURY* OF FRUIT 


The recent order-in-council barring 
the importation of certain luxuries in¬ 
to Canada includes fruits of a certain 
kind. Whatever condition the good 
people of eastern ’Canada may arrive 
at as a result of a perusal of the or¬ 
der; the westener is jolted up against 
the proposition that that which he has 
hitherto considered a sheer necessity 
is boosted into luxury, to say nothing 
of the high probabilities of its be¬ 
coming a rarity. Fruit to the west¬ 
erner was always one of the redeem¬ 
ing features of his life even if he did 
have to pay through the nose for it 
owing to the tactics of the wholesale 
handler and the freight charges. He 
bought it as a necessity for himself 
and his family. In the summr time 
home canning was one of the features 
of almost every home. It was ex¬ 
pensive if you view it from the stand¬ 
point of cost alone, but the satisfac¬ 
tion received repaid for the initial 
cost of outlay and labour. 

The new order-in-council bids fair 
to do away with all this. The restric¬ 
tion of fruit from outside the country 
is going to mean a hardship to the 
dweller on the prairie, that is an un 
necessary hardship. British Colum 
bia cannot begin to supply the demand 
of herself ,and her neighbours, and 
while the cities may receive a share, 
the prairie towns and villages are go¬ 
ing to l|>e right up against it. We 
• ame across an instance only the other 
day, immediately after the order was 
in, and this is a case where sheer 
nerve came into play. One of our 
local dealers was offered strawberries 
in quantities at $7.50 by a traveller, 
but consented to buy at $7.40. The 
traveller phoned up his house, and re¬ 
ceived the reply that he was not to 
sell at less than $8.50. The meaning 
of that is clear to all, but it is just an 
example of how the fruit business has 
been handled in the past and how it is 
going to be handled in the future. The 
country dweller is going to receive lit¬ 
tle or no consideration now that the 
demand will barely meet the city ord 
ers. Another point of interest is that 
while we are implored to tat the per¬ 
ishable foodstuff in Older to relieve 
other kinds for shipment overseas 


The Ontario Great War Veterans 
Association recently went on record as 
complaining terribly against the 
administration of the Y. M. C. A. 
Among other charges it was stated 
that the Y.M.C.A. sold goods to the 
soldiers at exorbitant prices thereby 
reducing the organization to a highly 
commercialized concern when it was 
supposed to be of an entirely different 
nature. 

As to how much truth there is to 
this, cannot be stated, but the matter 
should Yiot be allowed to rest there. 
The recent campaign for funds was 
liberally supported by the farmers of 
this and surrounding communities who 
gave their money feeling that by do¬ 
ing so they were helping the soldiers 
at the front to many benefits and com¬ 
forts that would otherwise be denied 
to them. And in this belief they 
were supported by the Y.M.C.A. Cam¬ 
paign literature. Men who have giv¬ 
en their money to an object when the 
demands upon them are frequent are 
going to want to know whether there 
is any truth in what the Ontario G.W. 
V.A. says, and it’s due subscribers 
over the country that some explana¬ 
tion be given. 


WHERE DOES MR. 
WOOD STAND T 


On reading the report of Mr. H. W. 
Wood’s speech before members of the 
United Farmers Association of Ont¬ 
ario, one is left considerably in doubt 
as to where he stands in regard to the 
question of conscription of farmers 
between the ages of 19 and 22. At the 
time that the Alberta Farmers sent 
their telegram it appeared that Mr 
Wood was agreeable to what was 
stated in the message. When pressed 
for an explanation at Toronto, he stat¬ 
ed that he had endorsed the resolution 
but did not expect that it would be ex¬ 
actly in the form that it appeared. He 
further said: “I don’t believe we can 
take violent opposition to the govern¬ 
ment, but the government must ac¬ 
cept the responsibility of the arrange¬ 
ment by so doing,” which can easily 
be interpreted as a sharp criticism of 
the government in their conscription 
move. 

To the enquirer it must appear that 
Mr. Wood gave no answer to the ques¬ 
tion one way or the other. He ap¬ 
pears to be sitting on the fence. The 
attitude is so unlike Mr. Wood that 
one cannot but remark upon it. -Does 
he back up the U.F.A. in the step 
they have taken or does he incline to 
the stand taken by the Ontario 
| farmers ? 


“That he is a public danger, as his 
government is a public scandal, and 
that for the sake of England and Ire¬ 
land, of the war and peace, he should 
be got rid off at the earliest moment, 
is the prevailing sentiment, uttered or 
unexpressed among men of good sense 
and good feelings who love their 
country and their cause, and see them 
in imminent risk of perdition at his 
hands.—His whole system of govern¬ 
ment is an offense.” Such is a criti- j 
cism of Mr. Lloyd George, premier of 
Great Britain, taken from an outstand 
ing English weekly. In its violence of 
attack on the premier, it appears bit¬ 
ter to the point of hatred. 

The sentiment, nevertheless, pro¬ 
vokes speculation as to what Lloyd 
George has done and is doing for 
Great Britain and whether any other 
man could handle the situation with 
any greater measure of success. Mr. 
Lloyd George is one whose position 
has brought him face to face with the 
most violent opposition, but he has 
on every occasion overcome it with a 
measure of success which has left his 
opponents without the wherewithal to 
retaliate. The vigourous manner with 
which he has accepted battle at the 
call of his opponents and left them de¬ 
feated on every count is eloquent of 
he fighting spirit within him. On 
only -one move, that of conscription 
and Home Rule for Ireland, has he 
been forced by circumstances to fore¬ 
go his policy, but he has foregone only 
where other men would have been sub¬ 
merged. In other directions there 
have been instances where he has 
made mistakes; the lot of all men in 
power;; but he has overcome them in 
such a manner as to leave his opposi- 
ion gasping for breath.

ARTIFICIAL BROODING 


The chicks must inherit a strong 
constitution. The incubator may have 
something to do with the chances of 
life of the chicks. If the temperature 
has been extremely high or low bad 
results may follow. 

Conditions of the brooder must be 1 
right. It should be from 96 to 100 de¬ 
grees beneath the hover when the 
chicks are put in, perfectly clear and 
disinfected. Many brooders are death 
traps in that they have so many hot 
corners into whieh the chicks crowd. 
Many are so inconveniently made that 
it is next to impossible to thoroughly 
clean them, and there seems to be 
very, little arrangement made for prop 
er ventilation. 

The feeding of the chicks is import¬ 
ant. More chicks are killed from too : 
much feeding during the first two ! 
weeks than from too little feeding. I 
Don’t feed the chicks for at least 24 
hours after they are put in the brood¬ 
er. Dry feed will give less trouble 
than wet mashes. 

Many of the troubles that are ex¬ 
perienced during the first few days of 
the lives of the chicks are not the re¬ 
sult of brooding and feeding, but of 
the breeding stock. This question can¬ 
not be emphasized too much. The 
poult ryman who thinks that his 
brooding troubles start when his 
chicks come out of the incubator has 
not himself started in U»e right place. 
He must go back, not^mly to the par¬ 
ent stock, but back several genera- j 
tions, and the further back he call ' 
trace healthy ancestors the better j 
chances there are for the chicks liv- | 
ing. If the chicks inherit a healthy ’ 
constitution the battle is more than 
half won, especially if the germs are

Brooding with the hen need not be 

troublesome if a limited number of | 
chicks are required, and proper ap¬ 
pliances -are provided. When large 
quantities are to be raised, however, 
artificial means must be employed. 

In taking the hens off the nest the 
aim is to give about 26 chicks to each 
hen. If more than one hen comes off 
at a time and there is a laying colony 
house available, four hens and 100 
chicks can be put in one of these hous¬ 
es. A little'opening is left for the 
chffii to run out of these houses. A 
little opening is left for the chicks to 
run put when large enough and there 
is ample room for them to scratch on 
the floor on wet days. If the hens 
are all put in the house at the same 
time, there does not appear to be any 
serious trouble from Aghting. 

As soon as the hens can be removed 
they are put back into the laying 
house and the chicks are given the 
house for the summer. The A shape 
house is also much used for the same 
purpose, except that but two hens and 
fifty chicks are put in one of these.

Vulcan exhibitors are 
clip out this article as it offers very 
good hints and advice. Credit for 
the article is due to Margaret Palqter 
and the publishers of the Nor’west 
Farmer. " • 

If you wish to win at the, fair, your 
exhibits must oe dainty, attractive and 
of high qual'cy. Go over the premium 
list and check off everything that is to 
be exhibited. These things should 
then receive the best of care and at¬ 
tention. Do a little experimenting in 
I the cookery. This heed not be wasted 
| as the family will enjoy eating some 
I of the ‘'prize” things and passing 
judgment upon them. Make every¬ 
thing in the cookery line dainty, avoid 
highly colored frosting* and flavor- 
| ings. The simpler and daintier the 
food and the more delicately flavor- 
j ed, tjie better chances it will have for 
j winning a prize.. As for an example 
do not show huge loaves of bread or 
mecuits, rolls, gems, cookies, dough- 
I nuts, cakes, etc. Make them dainty 
and small. Never bake two or more 
! loaves of bread in one tin to place on 
display. Always use a single tin. It 
! is a good plan to arrange the baking 
day to fall on the day before the fair 
: opens. Bake two of a kind and select 
i the best. 

In displaying canned goods as fruit, 
i jellies, jams, pickles, etc., use jars 
made of white glass and as free as 
possible from air bubbles. They show 
| up better in white glass. One can 
1 readily see this for themselves by ex- 
; perimenting a little with the white 
and green glass jars. Have the jars 
clean and neatly labeled. Before lab¬ 
eling, wash and polish, each jar. After 
the fruit has been packed in the jars, 

1 strain the juice through two or three 
thicknesses of cheese cloth which has 
; been dipped in boiling water. Through 
! this method, there will be very little 
j if any sediment and the fruit will 
| have that clear sparkling appearance 
j which is so desirable. This does not 
I apply to the cold pack method. Jellies 
I should be in half pint glasses free 
I from air bubbles. In entering a col- 
! lection of fruit, have the jars the 
; same size, color, style and shape. Ar- 
: range the larger jars in the collection 
j hack of the smaller jars. See that 
i each one is neatly labeled. It is always 
; the clear, neatly labeled jars that at- 
’ tract the judges. I have heard them 
■ say, “that jars that were attractive on 
; the outside were invaribly the best on 
j the inside.” 

In selecting vegetables for exhibi- 
1 tion, remember that uniformity is im¬ 
portant. Do not put large and small 
| or mix varieties to gether but select 
| specimens of the same size (medium), 
| color, shape and variety. It is always 
I a mistake to place overgrown vegeta- 
I bles on display thinking they will win 
: a prize for they will not. They should 
1 be shown separately and only as a 
i curiosity. As an example, take pota- 
| toes, they should be smooth skinned, 

| shallow eyes and free from scabs or 
any other blemishes, the same type 
and variety. The same holds good 
with beets, carrots, corn, etc. I heard 
a-judge say one time, that girls and 
women almost invaribly would win 
the prize on potatoes. He attributed 
it to the fact that when they selected 
potatoes for a meal, they always 
choose those which were medium in 
size, smooth skinned and shallow- 
eyed, as these were the easiest and 
quickest prepared potatoes They 
left the small ones and those whiqj^ 
were overgrown. All vegetables 
should be thoroughly washed and free 
from dirt. They not only show off the 
good points but they are more attrac¬ 
tive in the display, and they should 
be shown in clear sacks, packages or 
good deal even with potatoes 

In exhibiting sewing and fancy 
work, the work must not only be neat 
and clean, but the goods upon which 
the work bar, been done. Very often 
an excellent piece of work will lose a 
prize because it is badly soiled or mus¬ 
sed. The work cannot and does not 
show up to the*judge. Even in enter¬ 
ing darning, press the darned por- 
| tion between a damp cloth and then 
the remainder of the cloth or garment. 
! Buttonholes should be treated in the 
I same way. So bear in mind, to have 
! everything in this line neat and clean 
j and well pressed. 


To read Mrs. McClung’s books is 
not to know her at her best.

She paid tribute first to tie energy 
and success of the W.C.T.U. This 
society had had the strength to es¬ 
pouse an unpopular cause and had 
watched it grow into popularity. In 
warning, however, she said that in¬ 
temperance is not yet so dead that one 
can afford to speak pleasantly about 
it. Unlike the good dog Rover, it is 
not yet dead all over. 

The W.C.T.U. is conducting an ag¬ 
gressive work amongst the foreign 
settlements. The members are taxing 
themselves 3 cents a week to main¬ 
tain workers in foreign districts, 
workers who live with the teachers, 
getting in touch with the mothers, 
seeking to Canadianize them. If there 
were a larger W.C.T.U. membership 
more workers might he maintained. 

She instanced the critical and dip¬ 
lomatic nature of the work, by the at¬ 
titude of one old German woman who

And it is up to them to express 
themselves so forcefully and unitedly 
chat there will be no mistake as to 
their attitude toward war. The pat¬ 
ient inarticulate suffering of women 
of other ages, was of no avail in the 
discouragement of war. Jenny Ged- 
des was after all one of the big wo¬ 
men of 'history, because she had a con¬ 
viction and backed it up, with a stool, 

Canada needs Unity more than any¬ 
thing else today. We are a divided 
people. We are separated by language 
one-third of our population speak in 
foreign tongues. There are 40 lan¬ 
guages spoken in the streets of Win¬ 
nipeg. We are separated by distance 
by the great lakes. The East refers 
to the West as uncultured, but that is 
mild to what the West says about the 
East. We are separated by political 
differences and here is an opportuni¬ 
ty open for women to-exert good in¬ 
fluence. Unless some of the good fel¬ 
lowship of the drenches is brought 
back (o us we will remain a divided 
people. 

^n speaking of national service Mrs. 
McClung said that much of our pat¬ 
riotism is akin to the charity of the 
three Southern colonels who in the 
mellowness of their celebrations de¬ 
cided that they should do some noble 
deed for some one. Plans were 
broached and discarded until one 
said “1 have it. Let’s give three 
cheers for the poor” which was in¬ 
stantly done with deep and intense 
feeling.

The Methodist Conference at Regi¬ 
na on Monday had before it the re¬ 
port of the Social Service Department 
It was piloted by Dr. W. W. And¬ 
rews, of Regina, and dealt with a 
number of most urgent and import¬ 
ant problems in regard to civic and 
national affairs. The report is a 
bulky document and includes ques¬ 
tions such as the language ^question 
on which the conference expressed 
its conviction that the only language 
of instruction should be English as 
far as the -public schools were, con¬ 
cerned. It was also suggested that 
travelling scholarships should be es- 
ablished between the French and 
English speaking provinces in order 
that a closer understanding be pro- 
noted. The prevalence of profiteer¬ 
ing and all forma of gambling was de¬ 
plored, In regard to rural questions 
the conference made some sugges 
tions advocating establishment of so¬ 
cial centres and recommending the 
work of the farmers’ organization 
throughout the province.

To substitute for the bare summer- 
fallow a field of corn producing from 
15 to 25 bushels of shelled com to 
the acre is a possibility that is sug¬ 
gested by the tests made at the Do¬ 
minion Experimental Station at Leth¬ 
bridge. For the past two years it 
has been quite clearly demonstrated 
on the non-irrigated part of the farm 
that wheat sown or com..stubble will 
produce on the average just as large 
a crop as when sown on good sum¬ 
mer fallow—being true even in the 
dry year of 1914. Some of the com¬ 
mon sorts were used, being grown 
for silage or to be cured in the stock 
2nd fed dfy in the winter. It was al¬ 
ways quite immature, the cobs just 
starting to form. Few farmers could 
use more than a few acres of this 
rough kind of feed. The problem was 
to get a variety that would ripen for 
the grain. This was found in the 
Squaw Com which only grows two or 
three feet high and the ears, which 
are vary small, come out close to the 
ground. 

For the last seven years careful 
breeding and selection work has been 
done with this variety and a limit 
quantity of seed is now available for 
distribution from the station. A four 
pound bag will be furnished free (as 
far as the supply will permit) to any 
bona fide farmer in Southern Al¬ 
berta who will plant a quarter of an 
acre for trial. Address: Dominion Ex¬ 
perimental Station, Lethbridge. 

The ears being so small and close 
to the ground it is scarcely practic¬ 
able to harvest large acreage of the 
crop, but either hogs or sheep can be 
turned in in the fall to fatten. The 
yields on the station from this var¬ 
iety of corn planted on spring plow¬ 
ed stubble land has been from 16 to 
25 bushels per acre shelled corn. 

As mentioned above, the yield of 
wheat the year fallowing is just about 
as good on the corn stubble as on 
the summer-fallow. This corn should 
be planted about May 15th but any 
time between May 10th and 20th will

Farmers may be reassured that 
there is no intention on the part of 
the authorities to inconvenience them 
unduly in their busy season with un¬ 
necessary restrictions and regulations 
as regards the hoarding of foodstuffs. 

. An order of the Canada Food Board 
recently made it illegal for people to 
have more than 15 days supply of 
flour, made wholly or in part from 
wheat, on hand at any one time. For 
people living at a greater distance 
than two miles and not less than five 
miles from dealers licensed by the 
Canada Food Board, sufficient for their 
ordinary requirements up to 30 days 
only was allowed and for persons liv¬ 
ing 10 miles or more 120 days supply. 

Further it was required that any 
such surplus holdings should forth¬ 
with be returned to the miller or deal¬ 
er from whom they were purchased, 
at the purchase price or at the mark¬ 
et price, whichever were the lower.

When these reports are received it 
is the duty of the miller or dealer to 
pass them on to the Canada Food 
I Board and thus It will be known by 
j'the authorities what the supply of 
flour in the country is and where it is. 
Further this order provides that in 
cases where a farmer or any other 
person has in his possession one part¬ 
ly used barrel or package he shall 
not be required to return his surplus 
requirements nor shall he be required 
to return amounts of less than 26 lbs. 
Thus it is seen that the intention of 
the Order is entirely reasonable and 
will not work hardship or inconven¬ 
ience unnecessarily.
